Commercial  Situation  in  Macedonia. 

The  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  24th  May  states  that  the  political 
tension  and  the  general  uncertainty  in  the  Balkan  States,  together 
with  the  difficult  industrial  conditions  which  prevail,  are  having  a 
most  prejudicial  effect  on  trade.  There  is  little  confidence  in  the 
future,  and  considerable  anxiety  is  being  manifested.  Many 
merchants,  including  some  large  firms,  are  at  the  end  of  their 
resources,  and  are  compelled  to  rely  on  the  indulgence  of  foreign 
shipping  firms,  who  are  naturally  becoming  more  nervous  owing  to 
the  absence  of  any  definite  settlement  of  outstanding  questions. 
In  the  circumstances  business  firms  will  not  send  out  their  com¬ 
mercial  travellers.  Commercial  relations  with  the  interior  are 
extremely  difficult,  especially  in  the  case  of  Bulgarian  and  Servian 
territory  where  transport  business  is  almost  entirely  at  a  standstill 
and  even  the  postal  arrangements  are  suspended.  It  should  be  borne  in 
mind,  however,  that  a  good  many  traders  in  the  interior  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  present  conditions  to  shirk  their  obligations.  The 
demand  for  goods  is  large  enough,  and  good  business  will  be  done 
when  transport  facilities  have  improved  and  the  present  tension  has 
been  removed.  The  tobacco  business  has  been  very  good  in 
Macedonia  and  a  large  quantity  has  been  sold  for  foreign  account. 
Corn  prices  have  risen  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  impossible  to 
do  any  export  trade ;  in  fact,  oats  and  maize  are  being  imported 
from  abroad.  Real  estate  has  declined  considerably  in  value,  and 
when  peace  is  definitely  established  it  is  anticipated  that  there  will 
be  a  large  amount  of  land  for  disposal,  as  the  emigration  of  Turks  still 
continues.

THE  UNITED  STATES  FLAG  IN  ADVERTISEMENTS. 

Use  Prohibited  in  Massachusetts. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Boston  (Mr.  F.  P.  Leay)  has  forwarded 
the  text  of  a  new  Law  passed  by  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  to 
prevent  the  misuse  in  that  State  of  the  United  States  flag.  The  Law, 
which  comes  into  force  on  Ist  November  next,  prohibits  any  use 
whatever  of  any  representation  of  the  flag  of  either  the  United  States 
or  Massachusetts  on  any  article  of  merchandise.  The  display  of 
such  flag  or  any  representation  thereof  upon  which  are  words,  figures, 
advertisements  or  designs  is  also  prohibited.  A  fine  ranging  from 
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The  United  •'States  Flag  in  Advertisements. 

10  to  100  dols.  (£2  Is,  to  £20  11s.)  can  be  inflicted  for  infringement 
of  the  Law.  H.M.  Consul-General  adds  that  this  Law  apparently 
prohibits  tlie  use  of  the  British  and  American  flags  crossed  for 
designs  on  wrappers.

BRITISH  TRADE  ABROAD. 

Canada. — 11. M.  Trade  Commissioner  for  Canada  (Mr.  C.  Hamilton 
Wickes)  writes  that  he  has  been  informed  by  a  Collector  of  Customs 
in  Canada  that  Canadian  importers  are  deterred  from  ordering 
goods  directly  from  the  United  Kingdom  (instead  of  through 
firms  in  Montreal  and  Quebec)  by  the  lengthy,  complicated  and 
confused  invoices  which  often  accompany  the  goods  and  involve  a 
great  deal  of  work  in  order  to  make  the  proper  Customs  entries. 
Many  Continental  and  American  firms,  in  cases  where  the  invoices 
are  very  complicated,  make  the  entries  for  the  importer  in  such  a 
manner  that  he  has  only  to*  take  it  to  tlie  Customs  officer  and  sign 
it.  fl’his  may  not  be  practicable  with  all  United  Kingdom  invoices, 
but  United  Kingdom  firms  would  be  in  a  better  position  to  please 
their  Canadian  customers  if  they  would  procure  a  copy  of  the 
Canadian  tariff  and  classify  their  invoices  accordingly.  (l<»,(;99.)

Siam,  Chiengmai. — H.M.  Consul  at  Chiengmai  (Mr.  T.  H.  Lyle) 
reports  that  although  that  town  and  district  have,  owing  to  natural 
difficulties,  hitherto  remained  outside  the  ordinary  scope  of  commercial 
visitations,  signs  are  not  wanting  to  show  that  this  isolation  is  on  the 
point  of  being  overcome.  It  might  be  well  to  realise  therefore  that 
in  a  very  few  years  a  visit  to  Chiengmai  may  be  reckoned  as  quite 
within  the  ordinary  itinerary  of  any  travelling  commercial  agent 
visiting  Siam. 

The  Northern  Siamese  Railway  has  now  reached  Phre,  a  point 
about  9  to  10  days’  journey  south-east  of  Chiengmai,  and  it  is  said 
that  the  railway  will  be  open  to  Nakon  Lampang,  familiarly  known 
as  Lakon  (three  days  east  of  Chiengmai),  in  less  than  two  years,  whilst 
in  five  years’  time  the  complete  journey  from  Bangkok  to  Chiengmai 
will  be  possible  by  rail. 

Although  the  merchandise  of  the  Chiengmai  district  is  supplied 
almost  entirely  through  the  medium  of  importing  agencies  in  Bangkok, 
and  difficulties  of  transport  have  added  greatly  to  the  cost  of  distri¬ 
bution,  the  time  is  approaching  when  a  personal  visit  of  inspection 
will  be  practicable  for  any  commercial  traveller  of  ordinary  equipment, 
and  transport  charges  should  materially  decrease. 

Two  w'ell-knowm  firms  have  already  found  it  advantageous  to  study 
on  the  spot  the  potential  demands  for  their  wares  by  despatching 
competent  agents  of  Eastern  experience  who  can  communicate  with 
possible  customers  and  submit  advertisements  in  their  own  language.

BRITISH  TRADE  WITH  EGYPT  IN  1912. 

The  Report*  by  H.M.  Agent  and  Consul-General  at  Cairo  on  the 
I^inances,  Administration,  and  Condition  of  Egypt  and  the  Sudan  in 
1912  includes  a  memorandum  on  British  trade  with  Egypt  during 
that  year,  from  which  the  following  particulars  are  taken  : — 

Imports. — The  year  1912  witnessed  a  decrease  in  imports  of 
£E. 1,319,359,  the  figures  being  £E. 27, 227, 118  in  1911  and 
£E. 25,907, 759  in  1912.  The  share  of  the  United  Kingdom  decreased 
from  £E. 8,557, 296  to  £E. 7, 990, 658.  This  result  is  not  surprising  if 
it  be  remembered  that  the  1911-12  cotton  crop  was  inferior  in  value 
to  that  of  the  preceding  season  by  nearly  £6,000,000  sterling. 

The  importation  of  preserved  fish  shows  a  considerable  increase, 
the  United  Kingdom  benefiting  to  the  extent  of  about  £E. 13,000  more 
than  in  1911. 

There  is  also  an  increase  in  condensed  milk,  all  to  the  advantage  of 
the  United  Kingdom.  The  total  importation  of  flour  has  slightly 
decreased  from  £E.l, 625,246  to  £E.  1,554, 000  in  1912,  but  the  share  of 
the  United  Kingdom  has  risen  from  £E.  123,534  to  £E.  135,833,  and 
that  of  the  British  Possessions  in  the  East  from  £E.49,695  to 
£E  180,229. 

There  is  also  an  increase  in  the  importation  of  mineral  water  to  the 
exclusive  advantage  of  the  United  Kingdom,  whose  share  has  risen 
from  £E.12,052  to  £E.15,066  in  1912.  Imports  of  sugar  fell  from 
45,700  to  35,000  tons,  the  increased  local  output  accounting  to  some 
extent  for  the  falling  off. 

The  importation  of  chemical  manures  (chiefly  nitrates,  superphos¬ 
phates  and  sulphate  of  ammonia)  is  still  on  the  increase.  The  value 
of  the  imports  was  £E.496,644  in  1911  and  £E. 667, 926  in  1912. 

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  cement,  though  the  share  of  the  United 
Kingdom  has  fallen  from  £E.61,416  to  £E. 53,683,  to  the  advantage  of 
Austria.  Notwithstanding  an  increase  in  the  total  importation  of 
common  soap  from  £E. 232, 633  to  £E. 257, 467,  the  United  Kingdom 
is  only  responsible  for  an  importation  of  £E. 19,886.

Motor  cars  have  increased  from  £E.56,969  to  £‘E.74,022,  and  the 
share  of  the  United  Kingdom  from  £E.11,412  to  £E.25,563. 
Electrical  machines  have  increased  from  £E.  149,526  to  £E. 180,769, 
and  the  share  of  the  United  Kingdom  from  £E  61,853  to  £E,77,918. 

Exports. — The  total  value  of  exports  from  Egypt  in  1912  was 
£E.3 1,574,300,  as  compared  with  £E. 28,599,000  in  1911  ;  the  share  of 
the  United  Kingdom  being  £B. 16, 022,318,  as  compared  with 
£E. 13,958,058.  This  satisfactory  increase  in  exports  is  due  to  the 
fact  tliat  with  prices  ruling  higher  than  in  1911,  a  greater  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  new  cotton  crop  was  exported  in  the  last  three  months 
of  1912  than  was  the  case  in  the  corresponding  period  of  the  preceding 
year.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  the  exportation  to 
the  United  Kingdom  which  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  a  large 
portion  of  the  cotton  shipped  for  the  United  States  via  the  United 
Kingdom  was  until  last  year  incorrectly  declared  for  the  latter 
country. 

The  value  of  the  total  exports  of  cotton  rose  from  £E. 22, 938, 200  in 
1911  to  £E. 27,529, 277  in  1912.  The  exports  of  cotton  seed  were 
£E.4,086,950,  as  against  £E. 3,039,000  in  1911.

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ROUMANIAN  COMMERCE  IN  1912. 

The  following  information  is  from  the  leport  by  H.M.  Consulate 
Galatz  (Major  J.  G.  Baldwin,  C.B.)  on  the  trade  of  that  district  in 
1911-12,  which  will  shortly  be  issued  : — 

The  acute  financial  crisis  w'hich  the  country  passed  through 
in  1912,  and  which  has  affected,  and  still  affects,  all  sections  of 
the  commercial  community,  was  directly  occasioned  by  the  war 
between  Italy  and  Turkey  and,  later,  by  the  political  events  in 
the  Balkan  I’eninsula.  These  events  in  themselves  would  have  been 
sufficient  to  influence  unfavoui'ably  the  normal  commercial  and 
financial  stability  of  a  country  in  the  relative  geographical  position  of 
Roumania,  and  their  effect  was  increased  by  the  actual  closing  and 
the  repeated  threats  of  the  re-closing  of  the  Dardanelles. 

The  first  to  be  affected  by  the  crisis  were  the  private  banks,  which 
are  largely  supported  by  foreign  concerns.  Their  credits  were  re¬ 
stricted  and  they,  in  their  turn,  were  forced  to  apply  the  same  process 
to  their  clients,  to  call  in  their  short  loans  and  to  decline  fresh 
liabilities.  Money  and  credit  became  unobtainable.  The  currency 
required  for  the  harvesting  and  transport  of  the  crops  was  either  not 
available  or  only  procurable  at  a  prohibitive  rate,  with  the  result  that 
only  a  portion  of  the  produce  reached  the  port  of  shipment.  Merchants 
who  had  made  their  purchases  of  goods  abroad  on  the  basis  of  a 
normal  year’s  sales  were  unable  to  dispose  of  their  stocks  or  to  take 
up  their  bills  as  they  became  due.  The  temporary  closing  of  the 
Dardanelles  and,  more  especially,  the  ever  present  probability  of  the 
Straits  being  again  closed  to  navigation,  had  a  direct  effect  on  the 
export  of  cereals  by  diminishing  the  number  of  vessels  available  to 
carry  the  year’s  produce,  and  an  indirect  and  perhaps  more 
disastrous,  effect  upon  the  grain  market  by  the  uncertainty  and 
speculative  character  of  freight  rates  which  it  produced. 

The  National  Bank  of  Roumania  appears  to  have  done  its  best  to 
ease  the  situation ;  it  made  use  of  a  dormant  authority  to  increase  its 
note  circulation,  thus  reducing  its  proportion  of  coin  to  notes 
from  40  to  33  per  cent. ;  it  increased  its  discount  rate  to  6  j)er 
cent.,  a  questionable  advantage  to  the  commercial  community,  but 
probably  necessary  under  the  circumstances,  and,  according  to  a 
statement  made  by  its  directors,  it  came  to  the  assistance  of  the 
smaller  banks  to  the  extent  of  96,000,000  frs.  (£3,840,000),  of  which 
14,000,000  frs.  (£560,000),  was  in  gold  and  the  balance  in  bills  on 
London,  Vienna,  Berlin,  &c. 

One  of  the  w^eak  points  in  the  financial  system  of  the  country 
appears  to  be  the  large  and  increasing  number  of  small  private  and 
semi-private  banks.  In  1901  there  were  30  banks  in  Roumania  wdth 
a  normal  capital  of  £3,000,000,  or  an  average  of  £100,000  per  bank ; 
at  the  end  of  1911  their  number  had  increased  to  183  with  a  nominal 
capital  of  £7,400,000,  or  an  average  of  about  £40,000  per  bank.  This 
enormous  increase  seems  to  be  entirely  out  of  proportion  to  the 
industrial  progress  of  the  country.  The  capital  of  the  smaller  of  these 
banks  must  be  totally  inadequate  to  meet  any  strain,  and  their  exist¬ 
ence  can  only  be  a  source  of  weakness  to  the  financial  stability  of 
the  country. 

The  severity  of  the  crisis  can  be  gauged  by  the  relatively  large 
number,  of  bankruptcies  which  took  place  in  1912  as  compared  wdth 
1911,  and  by  the  amount  of  unclaimed  merchandise  w'hich  was  lying 
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in  the  custom-houses  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Its  effects  will  probably 
endure  for  some  time,  and  exporters  must  he  prepared  to  see  a 
decrease  in  the  buying  capacity  of  the  country. 

Roumania  imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  principally  cotton 
goods,  corrugated  and  plain  iron  sheets,  coal,  machinery, '  woollen 
goods  and  felts,  rubber  goods,  wax  and  tallow. 

Colton  goods. — The  total  value  of  the  imports  of  cotton  goods  in  1910, 
the  latest  date  for  which  statistics  are  available,  was  £2,647,400,  of 
which  the  share  of  the  United  Kingdom  was  £831,120,  as  compared 
with  Germany  £573,280,  Austria-Hungary  £479,240  and  Italy 
£469,960 ;  but  whereas  the  United  Kingdom’s  share  shows  a  con¬ 
tinued  tendency  to  diminish,  those  of  the  three  countries  mentioned 
are  increasing.  The  United  Kingdom’s  share  of  coloured  yarn  of  all 
descriptions  is  comparatively  small,  and  in  most  descriptions  of  piece- 
goods  Germany  and  Austria-Hungary  are  augmenting  their  share  of 
the  trade. 

Iron,  coal,  ajid  minerals. — The  value  of  the  total  trade  in  these 
goods  amounted  to  £3,958,840  in  1910,  of  which  the  United 
Kingdom’s  share  was  £683,760,  as  compared  with  Germany 
£1,716,520,  Austria-Hungary  £873,760  and  Belgium  £200,560. 
The  United  Kingdom  is  the  chief  supplier  of  coal  and  coke  except 
patent  fuel,  which  comes  from  Servia  and  Austria-Hungary.  Rolled 
iron  in  bars  and  rolled  iron  for  wire  factories  come  mainly  from  Austria- 
Hungary  and  Germany  ;  rails  from  Russia,  Germany,  Austria-Hungary 
and  Belgium  ;  of  9,000  tons  of  cast  iron  pipes  the  United  Kingdom 
supplied  only  380  tons,  Belgium,  Germany  and  the  Netherlands 
being  the  chief  suppliers  ;  articles  of  cast  iron  in  the  rough  come 
from  Austria-Hungary  and  Germany.  Sheet  iron,  which  is 
imported  in  considerable  quantities,  comes  principally  from  the 
United  Kingdom.  It  is  used  for  roofing  and  for  the  manufacture  of 
stoves,  household  utensils,  &c.  Galvanised  sheets  are  coming  into 
more  general  use. 

During  1912  a  galvanising  plant  was  erected  at  Galatz  which, 
if  successful,  will  diminish  the  importation  of  galvanised  sheet  iron. 
It  will  work  on  the  difference  in  price  between  galvanised  and  un¬ 
galvanised  sheets,  plus  the  difference  in  customs  duty  between  the 
two,  varying  from  3  to  4  fr.  per  100  kilogs.  In  addition,  the  industry 
will  have  the  advantage  of  the  “  home  industries  protection  ”  law, 
which  includes  a  reduction  of  45  per  cent,  in  railway  freight  rates  to 
the  interior. 

Machinery  was  imported  to  the  extent  of  £1,568,760  in  1910,  of 
which  Germany  was  responsible  for  £893,520,  Austria-Hungary 
£340,160,  the  United  Kingdom  £149,960,  and  the  United  States  of 
America  £116,000.  The  most  important  item  was  agricultural 
machinery,  in  which  the  United  States  of  America  are  rapidly 
increasing  their  trade,  especially  in  reapers  and  binders. 

Woollen  goods. — In  a  total  trade  of  £1,449,840  in  1910  the  United 
Kingdom  contributed  £213,120 ;  Germany  supplied  nearly  half  the 
total.  With  the  exception  of  the  United  Kingdom,  whose  trade 
is  diminishing,  all  exporting  countries  show  an  increase.  Felt 
hats  and  felt  shapes,  which  are  included  under  this  category,  were 
valued  at  £157,200  and  mostly  came  from  Italy. 
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Rubber  goodf. — The  total  imports  amounted  to  £301,920  in  1910, 
Rubber  goloshes,  which  are  responsible  for  £89,000,  come  from 
Austria-Hungary,  Russia,  Germany  and  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Foreign  competition. — Germany,  Italy,  Austria-Hungary,  France 
and  Belgium,  are  the  principal  competitors  of  the  United  Kingdom  in 
Roumania,and  their  success  is  chiefly  due  to  geographical  position,  rates 
of  freight  and  careful  nursing  of  the  market.  Quick  delivery  by  rail 
tells  heavily  in  their  favour  in  respect  to  expensive  articles  of  com¬ 
paratively  small  bulk  and  to  small  consignments  of  all  descriptions. 
So  far  as  can  be  learnt,  foreign  merchants  are  more  indulgent  as 
regards  the  credit  they  are  prepared  to  allow,  and  this,  in  an 
agricultural  and  comparatively  young  country  like  Rou mania,  has 
considerable  effect  on  the  placing  of  orders. 

Openings  for  British  trade. — The  Roumanian  market  is  not  looked 
upon  with  particular  favour  by  United  Kingdom  merchants,  and 
individual  cases  can  justify  their  attitude’  by  the  losses  they  have 
sustained.  German  and  Austro-Hungarian  manufacturers  have  their 
own  representatives  in  the  country,  while  United  Kingdom  merchants, 
as  matters  stand,  have  to  trust  to  local  agents.  There  are  good  and 
bad  among  these  agents,  but  sufficient  caution  is  not  always  exercised 
in  their  choice.  There  is  no  doubt  that  if  United  Kingdom  merchants 
secured  proper  representatives  they  would  increase  instead  of  losing 
the  trade  they  already  do  with  Roumania  in  machinery,  textiles,  iron- 
work,  pamts,  chemicals,  tea,  clothing,  hats,  boots,  machine  and  other 
tools,  &c.  Roumania  is  less  than  three  days’  journey  from  London, 
and  merchants  might  do  worse  than  pay  a  personal  visit  to  the 
country. 

Correspondence  and  catalogues  should  be  in  Roumanian,  German 
or  French. 

Roumania  is  above  all  a  grain  producing  country  and,  in  estimating 
its  buying  capacity  and  the  amount  of  credit  that  can  reasonably  be 
allowed  to  iniportere,  an  eye  should  be  kept  on  the  amount  and 
quality  of  the  harvest.

March,  1913,  is  to  come  into  operation  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Governor  by  Proclamation. 
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FALKLAND  ISLANDS. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  “  Opium 
P  ,  ,  Ordinance,  1913”  (No.  3  of  1913),  which  was 

Im  ort^Bon  assented  to  by  the  Governor  on  the  8th  April  last, 
t  n  •  B.  which  regulates  the  importation,  storage,  and 

’  disposal  01  opium,  morphine,  cocaine  and  similar 

drugs  in  the  Falkland  Islands. 

Under  this  Ordinance,  provision  is  made  for  the  prohibition  of  the 
importation  of  any  prepared  opium  into  the  Colony. 

All  opium  imported  into  the  Colony  must  be  deposited  at  the  cost, 
risk  and  peril  of  any  person  importing  the  same  in  such  store  as  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  that  purpose,  and  no  opium  shall 
be  delivered  or  withdrawn  therefrom,  except  on  the  written  authority 
of  the  Colonial  Surgeon  or  other  authorised  Medical  Officer,  nor 
delivered  to  any  persons  except  registered  medical  practitioners, 
dentists,  and  licensed  druggists. 

The  cultivation  of  the  poppy  {papaver  somniferum)  is  prohibited. 

“  Prepared  opium  ”  is  defined  in  the  Ordinance  to  mean  the  product 
of  raw  opium,  obtained  by  a  series  of  special  operations,  especially  by 
dissolving,  boiling,  roasting,  and  fermentation,  designed  to  transform 
it  into  an  extract  suitable  for  consumption  ;  and  includes  dross  and 
all  other  residues  remaining  when  opium  has  been  smoked. 

The  term  “  opium  ”  shall  be  taken  to  include  raw  opium,  medicinal 
opium,  morphine,  heroine,  cocaine,  and  similar  drugs. 

The  Ordinance  shall  not  come  into  force  until  such  date  as  may  be 
fixed  by  Proclamation  of  the  Governor.

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SWEDEN. 

The  Boavd  of  Trade  have  received,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  copy 
of  a  Swedish  Royal  Decree,  which  came  into 
Decree  respecting  force  on  the  1st  January,  1913,  providing  that 
Free  Warehouses,  “free  warehouses ”  (/nVat/er)  may  be  established 
in  Sweden  for  commercial  operations  and  manu¬ 
facturing  processes  subject  to  certain  conditions,  under  the  supervision 
and  control  of  the  Customs  authorities.  These  free  warehouses  may 
consist  of  a  single  building  or  of  a  properl}*  enclosed  area  containing 
buildings,  &c.  Goods  may  be  received  in  them  to  be  stored,  re¬ 
packed  or  divided,  or  to  undergo  manufacturing  processes,  without 
being  examined  or  paying  duty,  and  they  are  in  general  to  be 
regarded  as  though  they  were  outside  the  Customs  frontier.  Goods 
reoei\’Ted  in  such  warehouses  from  places  in  Sweden  are  to  be  regarded 
as  though  they  were  exported,  for  purposes  of  drawback  and  Customs 
and  manufacturing  taxes  and  the  sugar  tax,  as  well  as  exemption 
from  Customs  dutj’’,  and  when  they  are  removed  from  the  ware¬ 
houses  are  to  be  treated  in  the  same  way  as  are  goods  brought  to  the 
warehouses  directly  from  abroad. 

Permission  to  establish  free  warehouses  may,  under  specified 
conditions,  be  granted  to  municipalities  and  to  companies  formed  for 
the  purpose,  provided  that  all  the  shareholders  of  such  companies  are 
Swedish  subjects  and  that  the  directors  are  Swedish  subjects  resident 
in  the  Kingdom.  Further  conditions  as  to  the  grant  of  such 
permission  are  laid  down  in  the  Decree. 

Special  permission  is  required  for  carrjdng  on  manufacturing 
operations  within  free  warehouses,  but  printing  and  other  business 
which  may  be  regarded  as  comjieting  with  home  industries,  may  not 
be  carried  on  in  such  establishments. 

Goods  which  are  warehoused  may  not  be  sold  retail  within  the 
warehouse. 

Dutiable  goods,  goods  on  w’hich  duty  has  been  paid  and  duty-free 
goods  may  be  warehoused,  with  the  following  exceptions  : — 

(a)  Brandy  and  spirits  of  all  kinds  and  wine,  unless  for  use  in 
manufacturing  processes  in  the  warehouse ; 

(h)  Goods  prohibited  to  be  imported  under  the  quarantine  and 
similar  regulations;  and 

(c)  Ex})losive  goods,  inflammable  oils,  corrosive  acids,  &c. 

Dutiable  goods  may  be  received  into  the  warehouse  either  directly 
from  abroad,  after  transmission  in  transit,  from  a  free  port  or  another 
free  warehouse,  or  from  a  Customs  or  transit  depot  in  the  same 
place. 

Goods  in  packages  which  have  not  paid  duty  may  only  be  received 
in  whole  packages. 

Goods  may  be  taken  from  the  \varehouse  for  export  abroad,  for 
shipment  by  sea  to  a  Swedish  free  port,  for  transmission  by  land  and 
sea  to  another  toum  w’here  there  is  a  Customs  Office,  for  removal  to 
another  free  warehouse,  or  to  a  Customs  depot  in  the  same  place,  or 
for  payment  of  duty,  &c.  Duty  on  goods  withdrawn  is  to  be  calcu¬ 
lated  at  the  rates  in  force  at  the  time  of  withdrawal.  Goods  subject 
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SWEDEN  — continued. 

to  duty  according  to  gross  weight  including  boxes,  packing,  &c.,  may 
not  be  withdrawn  unless  they  are  packed  as  when  imported,  otherwise 
they  must  pay  duty  at  an  increased  rate.

Treaty  (which 
already  been  approved  by  the  Italian  Chamber)  is 
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to  come  into  operation  on  the  day  following  the  exchange  of 
ratifications,  and  to  remain  in  force  until  the  31st  December,  1917. 
If  neither  of  the  Contracting  Parties  notify  the  other,  one  year  before 
the  expiration  of  this  period,  of  its  intention  to  terminate  the  Treaty 
(on  the  Slat  December,  1917),  the  Treaty  will  remain  in  force  until 
one  year  after  denunciation  by  either  Contracting  Party. 

Article  V.  provides  that  the  produce  and  manufacture  of  Italy  and 
Japan  shall,  on  importation  into  Japan  and  Italy,  respectively,  be 
dutiable  at  the  lowest  rates  of  Customs  duty  applicable  to  similar 
articles  of  any  other  foreign  origin.  By  Article  XX.,  however,  it  is 
agreed  that  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  tissues  of  silk  (except 
“  habutai  ”)  and  tissues  mixed  with  silk  in  a  proportion  of  not  less 
than  12  per  cent. 

Annexed  to  the  Treaty  are  two  Schedules  (A  and  B)  specifying, 
respectively,  the  rates  of  Customs  duty  which  shall  be  leviable  on 
certain  Italian  goods  on  importation  into  Japan  and  on  certain 
Japanese  goods  on  importation  into  Italy. 

With  regard  to  Schedule  A,  the  following  statement  shows  the 
reductions  of  the  existing  Japanese  rates  of  duty  which  result  from  the 
conclusion  of  the  present  Treaty.  These  reduced  duties  will,  when 
the  Treaty  comes  into  force,  be  applicable  to  goods  of  the  kinds 
enumerated  which  are  the  produce  of  the  United  Kingdom,  in  virtue 
of  the  most-favoured-nation  clause  in  the  Anglo-Japanese  Treaty  of 
the  3rd  April,  1911.

CHILE. 

H.M.  Legation  at  Santiago  reports  that,  according  to  statements 
-  published  in  the  press,  the  Chilean  Government 

opose  ar  our  decided  to  spend  large  sums  on  improving  the 

Improvements.  principal  ports  of  the  Republic  in  view  of  the 
approaching  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal.  The  Minister  of  Finance 
is  stated  to  be  preparing  a  Bill  for  presentation  to  Congress  in  the 
June  session,  requesting  authority  to  expend  a  total  sum  of  £5,000,000 
on  the  following  works  :  —  Antofagasta  (including  Mejillones), 
£1,700,000;  Arica,  £900,000;  Talcahuano,  £650,000;  Valdivia, 
£550,000  ;  Llico  (military  port),  £500,000  ;  Puerto  Saavedra, 
£100,000 ;  Iquique,  £200,000 ;  and  Constitucion,  £400,000. 

The  Bill  is  said  to  include  also  provision  for  the  construction  of 
branch  lines  connecting  the  Longitudinal  Railway  with  Iquique  and 
Antofagasta  or  Mejillones. 

It  is  proposed  to  meet  this  expenditure  by  the  issue  of  Government 
bonds  for  £4,300,000,  the  balance  of  .£700,000  being  obtained  from 
the  sale  of  reclaimed  land.  (C.  4,015.) 

CHINA. 

The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  the  Acting  British 
Consul  at  Wuchow  (Mr.  O.  R.  (’oates)  on  the  trade  of  Wuchow  and 
Nanning  in  1912,  which  will  shortly  be  issued; — 

There  has  been  a  large  expansion  in  the  motor  launch  traffic  on  the 
Upper  West  River  during  1912.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year  there  were  only  eight  boats  on  the 
river,  but  twelve  months  later  these  had  increased 
to  17,  of  which  nine  were  British,  and  there  is  a 
prospect  of  several  more  coming  up  during  1913. 
Though  the  average  tonnage  of  these  small  boats  is  only  30  tons,  the 
fact  that  thej'  are  able  to  make  five  round  trips  to  Nanning  in  the 
time  that  it  takes  a  native  junk  to  make  one,  has  naturally  given 
them  all  the  growing  passenger  trade  between  Wuchow  and  Nanning 
(the  new  capital  of  Kwangtung  Province),  and  also  plenty  of  cargo 
for  freight. 

The  type  of  launch  which  has  been  evolved  is  eminently  suited  to 
the  dangerous  navigation  of  shallow  and  rocky  rivers  like  the  upper 
West  River.  Owing  to  the  many  rocks  and  rapids,  accidents  are  not 
infrequent,  but  the  boats  being  flat  bottomed  and  the  hulls  being 
built  of  China  pine,  serious  damage  is  not  often  done,  and  repairs  are 
oasily  and  cheaply  effected.  A  steel  or  iron  boat  would  be  quite 
unsuitable  for  such  a  river  as  this,  as  there  are  no  places  nearer  than 
Hong-Kong  where  damage  to  their  hulls  could  be  repaired.  The 
engine  capacity  ranges  from  50  to  120  horse-power. 

The  small  engine  and  bunker  space  required  by  the  internal  com¬ 
bustion  engine  should  make  this  class  ot  boat  of  the  greatest  utility 
in  shallow  waterways  in  all  parts  of  China,  provided  there  are  facilities 
for  obtaining  kerosene  or  crude  oil  in  bulk.

RUSSIA. 

‘  J^rankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  24th  May,  the  results  of 
the  working  of  the  Russian  “  Prodameta  ”  Iron 
and  Steel  Syndicate  show  that  the  orders  placed 
for  girders  and  U-iron  have  decreased  from 
8,745,000  pouds  for  the  first  quarter  in  1912  to 
4,284,000  pouds  for  the  corresponding  period 
this  year,  whilst  the  orders  received  for  steel  rails 
have  fallen  from  12,849,271  pouds  for  the  same  period  in  1912  to 
11,555,775  pouds  this  year.  In  spite  of  current  reports,  the  decline 
in  the  orders  for  girders  is  due  neither  to  the  increased  cost  of  raw 
material  nor  to  the  injurious  effect  of  the  Balkan  war  on  the  Russian 
building  industry^,  which  is  proved  by  the  large  trade  which  has  been 
done  in  roofing  metal.  The  principal  cause  is  rather  to  be  ascribed 
to  the  fact  that  wholesale  iron  and  steel  merchants  were  so  harried 
by  their  customers  last  year  that  they  were  compelled  to  lay  in  enor¬ 
mous  stocks  of  building  material,  girders  and  U-iron  in  order  to 
guarantee  prompt  delivery.  The  decline  in  the  orders  for  railway 
material  is  not  of  particular  significance,  as  the  orders  for  the  first 
quarter  of  1911,  for  instance,  amounted  to  about  3,500,000  pouds 
only.

There 
is  enough  work  in  hand  for  three  months,  but  unless  orders  begin  to 
come  in  before  then  in  larger  numbers  the  question  of  putting  works 
on  short  time  will  have  to  be  considered.  Practically  the  only 
activity  being  displayed  is  in  the  railway  material  and  grooved  rail 
markets.  A  good  number  of  orders  has  also  been  passed  for  the 
account  of  the  engineering  and  shipbuilding  industries.  It  is  not 
anticipated  that  business  will  much  improve  tefore  the  autumn.

Allotment 
Agreement 
between  German 
and  Italian  Steel 
Works. 


Frankfui’ter  Zeitung  ”  of  23rd  May  states  that  an  agreement 
has  been  reached  between  the  German  and  Italian 
Steel  Works  Syndicates,  the  effect  of  which  will 
be  to  put  an  end  to  an  economic  struggle  which 
has  cost  the  German  Steel  Works  Syndicate  about 
800,000  marks  per  annum.  The  agreement  is 
designed  to  permit  the  importation  into  Italy  of 
German  T  and  U  iron  on  an  allotment  basis.  An  agreement  of  this 
kind  was  proposed  at  the  time  of  the  formation  of  the  Italian  Steel 
Works  Syndicate  in  1911,  but  no  practical  result  was  arrived  at  owing 
to  the  refusal  of  the  Italian  works  to  concede  the  allotment  figures 
demanded  by  the  German  works,  and  in  consequence  the  latter  have 
bad  to  sell  in  Italy  at  unremunerative  prices.  The  new  agreement 
is  antedated  to  the  1st  January  of  this  year  and  will  remain  in  force 
for  two  years  only.  The  German  Steel  Works  Syndicate  is  permitted 
(there  is  also  a  small  concession  to  French  works)  to  import  into 
Italy  40,000  metric  tons  of  angle  iron  for  which  the  Italian  Syndicate 
will  hold  itself  responsible.  Italian  prices  at  Burbach  have  already 
risen  from  75  marks  to  100  marks  per  metric  ton,  that  is  to  say  by 
33^  per  cent.,  and  a  proposal  for  a  further  increase  in  price  is 
before  the  Italian  Syndicate,  so  that  the  German  Syndicate  stands 
to  profit  by  the  agreement  to  the  extent  of  about  1,000,000  marks. 
It  is  also  estimated  that  the  new  arrangements  wdll  represent  an 
annual  profit  of  2,500,000  lire  (£100,000)  to  the  Italian  Syndicate.

FRANCE  (TUNIS). 

The  “  Bulletin  Mensuel  de  I’Office  du  Gouvernement  Tunisien  ” 
(Paris)  of  15th  May  states  that  in  1912  the 
extraction  of  phosphates  in  Tunis  exceeded 
2,000,000  metric  tons  for  the  first  time.  The 
production  of  iron  ore  exceeded  400,000  metric 
tons.  The  mineral  products  exported  from  Tunis  now  exceed 
63,000,000  francs  (£2,520,000)  in  value.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
mining  industries  bring  a  round  10,000,000  francs  (£400,000) 
directly  and  indirectly  to  the  Tunisian  Treasury  every  year.  The 
industrial  activity  is  best  illustrated  by  the  prosperity  of  the 
Sfax  region. 

SPAIN. 

H.M.  Embassy  at  Madrid  reports  that  the  mining  industry  in  Spain 
in  1912,  as  in  past  years,  continued  to  be  harassed 
by  frequent  strikes,  especially  in  the  Asturias 
district  in  the  iron  and  coal  industries.  Two  years 
will  elapse  before  statistics  are  published  regarding  the  output  of 
Spanish  mines  during  1912,  but  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  judge  from 
the  export  returns  there  is  little  difference  between  the  outputs  of 
1911  and  1912,  with  the  exception  that  the  export  of  copper  ore 
continues  to  show  a  very  large  decrease.  (C.  4,200.)

The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Gijon  (Mr.  A.  Lovelace)  writes  that 
the  sale  of  German  and  American  motor  cars  is  being  actively 
pushed  by  local  agents,  and  it  would  appear  with  success,  judging 
from  the  number  of  these  cars  seen  running  in  the  district.  They 
appear  to  be  largely  taking  the  place  of  French-made  cars,  which 
formerly  were  the  most  favoured.  This  result  is  probably  due  to  the 
fact  that  these  agents  generally  have  one  or  more  type  of  car  on  show.

ITALY. 

The  Acting  British  Consul-General  at  Naples  (Mr.  A.  Napier)  reports 
that  it  is  stated  in  the  local  press  that  a  Com¬ 
mission  has  been  nominated,  and  met  on  13th 
May  at  Rome,  to  examine  a  Bill  introduced  by 
the  Italian  Minister  of  Public  Works  for  the 
development  of  the  water  forces  in  Calabria  and 
Sardinia.  These  works  are  to  be  entrusted  to  private  enterprise, 
and  concessions  will  be  given  for  a  period  of  30  years,  which  by  the 
law  of  10th  August,  1884,  may  be  prolonged  for  a  further  30  years. 

In  accordance  with  the  project  presented  by  the  “  Societa  Anonima 
Imprese  idrauliche  della  Sardegna  ”  and  the  modifications  introduced 
by  Government  experts,  it  is  proposed  to  construct  an  enormous 
basin  along  the  bed  of  the  Tirso  river  in  Sardinia  for  the  storage  of 
water  for  irrigation  purposes  and  the  supply  of  motive  power.  By 
means  of  a  dam  53’50  metres  in  height,  it  is  calculated  that  a  lake 
holding  330  million  cubic  metres  of  water  and  measuring  60  kiloms. 
in  circumference  would  be  formed.  Whilst  in  the  summer  this  river  is 
of  scarcely  any  value  owing  to  its  paucity  of  water,  in  the  rainy  season 
it  overflows  and  does  untold  damage  to  the  Oristano  plains  and  the 
surrounding  districts.  It  is  estimated  that  a  force  of  roughly 
10,000  h.p.  would  be  obtained,  and  by  means  of  three  principal  canals, 
totalling  in  all  about  30  kiloms.  in  length,  would  irrigate  an  area  of 
some  20,000  hectares,  which  cannot  at  present  be  profitably  employed 
for  agricultural  purposes  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  water  in  summer. 
The  cost  of  the  hydraulic  works  in  this  case  will  amount  to 
£1,000,000  sterling,  without  taking  into  consideration  the  power 
re  quired  for  subsidiary  canals,  &c. 
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A  Commission  of  Government  Engineers  which  visited  Calabria 
prepared  various  plans  for  opening  up  the  Sila  district.  The  chief 
source  of  water  will  be  derived  from  the  Neto  and  its  tributaries  the 
Arvo  and  Ampollino.  The  Sila  highlands  consist  of  a  granite  mass 
varying  in  height  from  4,000  to  6,000  feet  above  sea  level.  This 
plateau  is  intersected  by  three  valleys,  those  of  the  Neto,  the  Arvo, 
and  the  Ampollino,  which  are  evidently  the  beds  of  former  lakes. 
These  rivers  vary  greatly  in  the  strength  of  their  current,  according  to 
the  time  of  year.  The  present  project  is  to  bar  the  course  of  the 
Arvo  by  a  dam  40  metres  high  ;  the  Ampollino  by  a  dam  29  metres 
high  ;  and  the  Neto  by  one  62  metres  high.  These  w’ould  form 
reservoirs  holding  respectively  157,  61,  and  17  million  cubic  metres 
of  water.  It  is  calculated  that  these  works  will  produce  about 
170,000  h.p.  and  will  cost  about  £2,500,000  sterling,  and  that  the 
power  developed  will  be  sufficient  to  supply  the  needs  of  Puglia, 
Calabria,  and  Basilicata  for  traction  and  lighting,  &c.  (10,546.)

CHILE. 

H.M.  Legation  at  Santiago  reports  that  a  United  States  syndicate  has 
recently  purchased  the  Chuquicamata  group  of 
copper  mines  in  Chile  for  £180,000.  Exhaustive 
tests  have  been  made  of  the  deposits,  which  are 
now  estimated  to  contain  100,000,000  tons  of  low- 
grade  ore  assajdng  from  1^  to  1|  per  cent,  of  copper.  The  syndicate 
proposes  to  spend  £1,500,000  on  the  development  of  the  property  and 
the  erection  of  an  up-to-date  plant  capable  of  dealing  with  10,000  tons 
of  ore  daily,  producing  about  62,500  tons  of  pure  copper  per  annum. 

As  the  production  of  copper  in  Chile  only  amounted  to  37,902  tons 
in  1912,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  scheme,  if  successful,  will  nearly 
treble  the  present  output  of  the  country.  (C.  4,oi5.) 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  482  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Iron  Ore  Journal  ”  of  22nd  August,  1912,  relative  to  iron 
.,  ore  deposits  in  Chile,  H.  M.  Legation  at  Santiago 

^  ■  writes  that,  in  view  of  the  increasing  demand  and 

reputed  shortage  of  the  supply  of  iron  ore  throughout  the  world,  it 
maj'  be  of  interest  to  point  out  that  the  deposits  in  Chile,  chie%  in 
the  province  of  Coquimbo,  have  now  been  proved  to  amount  to 
several  hundreds  of  millions  of  tons  of  a  high  grade  ore,  in  some 
cases  containing  64  to  71  per  cent,  of  iron. 

The  high  rate  of  freight,  however,  checks  enterprise,  since  the  ore 
cannot  be  shipped  to  Europe  at  a  profit.  For  this  reason  a  French 
company  working  the  deposits  at  Tofo  was  compelled  to  give  up 
shipping  ore  to  Glasgow.  It  is  believed  that  the  present  high  rates 
are  merely  temporary,  and  that  once  the  large  number  of  smaller 
steamers  at  present  building  are  finished  and  the  Panama  Canal 
is  opened,  freight  rates  will  fall  all  over  the  world,  especially  to  and 
from  the  West  Coast  of  South  America. 

The  district  of  the  iron  deposits  was  visited  by  German,  French 
and  American  experts  during  the  year,  but  so  far  as  is  known  no 
English  engineer  has  been  to  the  locality.  (C.  4,215.)

GERMANY  (CAMEROONS). 

The  “  Textil  Zeitung  ”  (Berlin)  of  20th  May  states  that  it  is  note¬ 
worthy  that  whilst  cotton  is  consigned  from 
Cotton  Growing.  German  East  Africa  and  Togoland  in  increasingly 
large  quantities  every  year  no  cotton  has  as  yet  been 
exported  from  the  Cameroons.  It  is  hoped,  nevertheless,  that  as  soon 
as  this  colony  has  been  opened  up  with  railways  it  will  be  possible  to 
deal  with  large  quantities  of  cotton.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
diflSculty  up  till  now  has  been  the  question  of  transport  from  the 
interior  of  the  country,  owing  to  the  great  distance  at  which  the 
cotton  growing  territory  lies  from  the  coast.  Cotton  at  present  grows 
w’ild  in  Adamaua,  in  the  Lake  Chad  territory  and  in  the  Logone 
district.  Up  to  now  cotton  for  practical  purposes  has  only  been 
grown  by  the  natives  in  South-west  Adamaua,  especially  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Bamum,  Banjo,  Benuetal  and  in  the  districts 
around  Lake  Chad.  Some  attempts  at  growing  cotton  were  made  as 
far  back  as  1905  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Garua,  Bamum  and  Bali, 
but  the  results  w’ere  not  very  satisfactory.  Permission  was  obtained 
in  1911  to  establish  two  experimental  stations  in  Bamunland  and 
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Pittoa,  about  6^  miles  from  Garua,  but  unfortunately  the  results  of^the 
tests  carried  out  there  have  not  yet  been  published,  '.-JZZ 

There  appear  to  be  very  good  prospects  for  the  cultivation  of  cotton  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  territory  ceded  to  Germany  under  the  terms  of 
the  Morocco-Congo  agreement,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  so-called 
“  Mundangland,”  the  only  place  in  that  region  where  cotton  growing  is 
at  present  conducted  on  any  extensive  scale.  It  is  thought  that  cotton 
could  be  exported  from  this  district  at  a  profit.  Lere,  which  lies  in 
the  middle  of  Mundangland,  can  be  reached  at  all  periods  of  the  year 
by  small  boats,  and  by  steamers  when  the  rivers  are  swollen,  viz., 
August  to  November.  Seeds  are  sown  in  Lere  in  May  and  the  crop 
is  gathered  in  from  January  onwards.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
time  will  arrive  w’hen  cotton  growing  over  an  area  equal  to  that  of 
France  will  form  the  principal  industry  in  this  part  of  Africa. 


PRANCE. 


Consul-General  at  Marseilles  (Mr.  M.  C.  Gurney,  M.V.O.) 

reports  that  on  1st  May  the  general  agiicultural 
situation  in  the  Marseilles  district  had  improved, 
the  rains  which  occurred  in  the  latter  part  of 
April  having  been  most  beneficial  to  cereals  and

other  crops. 

Unfortunately,  sharp  frosts  caused  considerable  damage  to  the 
vineyards,  fruit  and  almond  trees,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Aix  and 
Marseilles,  and  in  the  H^rault  valley.  The  wheat  crop  in  this  last 
district  has  also  suffered,  a  large  proportion  of  the  young  shoots 
having  been  destroyed. 

In  the  Vaucluse,  however,  the  effects  of  the  cold  have  not  been  so 
considerable.  Fruit  trees  have  suffered  the  most,  but  the  vineyards 
were  not  much  damaged,  the  growth  being  backward  at  the  time. 
Cereals  are  well  advanced,  and  promise  favourably. 

In  the  Basses-Alpes  the  result  of  the  frost  has  been  disastrous, 
cereals  sufiering  so  severely  that  their  growth  has  almost  entirely 
ceased.  The  vineyards,  however,  have  escaped  in  some  parts,  and 
less  damage  has  been  done  than  might  have  been  expected.  The 
fruit  crop  is  practically  ruined,  and  except  in  the  case  of  apple  trees, 
which  had  not  then  blossomed,  and  a  few  late  flowering  pear  trees, 
there  will  be  no  fruit  this  year  in  that  district. 

In  the  Card,  on  the  other  hand,  prospects  are  much  more  favour¬ 
able,  and  although  orchards  and  vineyards  have  suffered  some  damage, 
this  has  now  been  found  much  less  serious  than  was  at  first  feared. 
The  leaves  of  the  young  potato  plants  have  been  frozen  in  many  places, 
and  the  mulberry  shoots  have  also  suffered ;  but,  fortunately,  in  the 
latter  case,  few  silkworms  were  hatched  when  the  damage  occurred. 

Generally  speaking,  the  prospects  are  not  unfavourable  ;  a  good 
hay  crop  is  expected.  (11,079.)

FRANCE  (TUNIS). 

The  “  Balletin  Mensuel  de  I’Office  du  Gouvernement  Tunisieu  ”  (Paris) 
of  15th  May,  quoting  from  an  official  report  on 
Cotton  Growing,  cotton  growing  in  Tunis,  states  that  in  1912  the 
cotton  seeds  distributed  among  growers  consisted 
of  3,700  kilogs.  of  “  Mit-Afifi,”  400  kilogs.  of  “  Yanovitch,”  100  kilogs, 
of  “  Nubari,”  and  1,400  kilogs.  of  “  Mississippi,”  these  figures  being 
much  the  largest  since  experiments  were  started  on  a  serious  scale  in 
1906.  On  the  whole  the  results  were  rather  mediocre  owing  to  the 
unfavourable  weather  conditions.  It  is  noteworthy  that  almost  all 
those  who  have  had  previous  experience  in  cotton  growing  manage  to 
overcome  tolerably  well  the  difficulties  due  to  bad  w'eather.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  drought  during  the  spring  of  last  year  failures  were 
recorded  owing  to  seeds  having  been  sown  either  too  deeply  or  too 
near  the  surface.  Mistakes  were  also  made  in  not  preparing  the  soil 
sufficiently.  It  is  hoped  that  the  conditions  will  be  better  this  year, 
and  that  the  results  will  be  more  encouraging.

SPAIN. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Seville  (Mr.  A.  L.  Keyser)  reports,  under  date  16th 
May,  that  at  this  time  of  the  year  the  “Jara” 
bushes  flower,  and  wide  tracts  of  country  in  the 
Sierra  Morena  and  in  Estremadura  are  white  with 
the  blossom.  Several  varieties  of  the  plant  are 
known,  the  Cistus  Ladaniferiis  being  the  most  common,  and  it  is 
from  this  that  laudanum  is  extracted. 

Communications  from  United  Kingdom  firms  desirous  of  making 
arrangements  for  the  collection  of  the  seed,  which  is  only  done  on  a 
very  small  scale  in  Spain,  should  be  addressed  to  the  British 
Consulate,  Seville.  (C.  4,691.)

H.M.  Consul  at  Naples  (Mr.  S.  J.  A.  Churchill)  reports,  under  date

^  ■  with  plenty  of  blossoms,  especially  in  the  districts 

which  gave  a  poor  yield  last  season.  Risks  are  still  great,  however, 
and  inclement  w’eather  and  the  olive  worm  may  yet  cause  damage. 
The  industry  is  suffering  in  consequence  of  the  high  prices  of  the 
last  few  years,  which  have  encouraged  the  employment  of  substitutes 
such  as  cotton  seed  and  other  oils,  and  the  American  market  is  the 
only  one  which  has  maintained  its  demand  for  real  olive  oil  in  spite 
of  its  higher  price.  (10,887.) 


TURKEY-IN-ASIA. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Aleppo  (Mr.  R.  A.  Fontana)  reports,  under  date  5th

The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  H.M.  Vice-Consul 
at  Manila  (Mr.  W.  M.  Royds)  on  the  trade  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
in  1912,  which  will  shortly  be  issued: — 

The  total  amount  of  hemp  exported  in  1912  was  172,347  tons,  valued 
at  £4,599,098,  an  increase  of  26,139  tons,  valued 
Hemp  Industry,  at  £‘1,574,062,  over  1911. 

The  hemp  trees  suffered  considerably  from  the 
drought  which  commenced  in  October,  1911,  and  continued  till  June, 

1912.  The  effects  of  the  drought,  however,  seem  to  have  been 
greatly  exaggerated  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  1912  in  the 
hemp  markets  of  the  world  (see  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of 
3rd  April,  p.  45),  and  the  anticipated  great  shortage  rapidly 
orced  up  prices  from  July  onwards,  values  increasing  during  the 
six  months  by  100  per  cent.  The  figures  for  the  year,  however, 
show  that  the  damage  to  the  plantations  has  not  yet  been  felt,  and  it 
remains  to  be  seen  to  what  extent  it  is  going  to  affect  production  in 

1913.  It  is  quite  possible  that  overstripping  by  cutting  the  immature 
trees,  induced  by  the  high  prices  ruling,  has  done  more  harm  to  the 
plantations  than  was  done  by  the  drought.  Two  destructive  typhoons 
passed  over  the  large  hemp-producing  country  in  Southern  Samar 
and  Leyte  in  October  and  November,  1912. 

The  largest  of  the  miscellaneous  items  of  export  from  the  Philip¬ 
pines  in  1912  is  knotted  hemp.  This  is  a  product  consisting  of 
specially  selected  threads  of  hemp,  knotted  together  in  long  filaments, 
and  is  shipped  principally  to  Italy,  France  and  Switzerland,  where 
it  is  woven  into  fine  textiles. 

A  considerable  quantity  of  cheap  fibre,  which  in  former  years  was 
disposed  of  in  European  markets,  w'as  shipped  to  the  United  States  in. 
1912  for  manufacture  into  paper.

The 
firm  claims  to  have  already  exported  1,317  bales  of  cotton,  and 
says  that  no  complaints  have  been  received  except  that  the  fibre  is 
wanting  in  uniformity. 

The  Ministry  has  offered  to  provide  the  firm  with  free  samples  of 
a  new  improved  cotton,  said  to  be  of  excellent  quality,  which  has 
been  grown  at  the  Government  experimental  station  at  Benitez 
Colony,  on  the  sole  condition  of  providing  the  Government  with  a 
detailed  report  of  the  reception  it  meets  with  in  foreign  markets.  ^

GOLD  COAST. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  which  appeared  on  p.  739  of  the  “  Board 
Wireless  of  Trade  Journal”  for  the  27th  March  last  relative 
„  ,  ,  to  a  Bill  proposing  to  amend  the  Wireless  Tele- 

e  egrap  y.  graphy  Ordinance  of  1913,  the  Board  of  Trade 
have  now  received  a  copy  of  the  “  Wireless  Telegraphy  (Amendment) 
Ordinance,  1913  ”  (No.  4  of  1913),  enacting  the  provisions  of  the 
above-mentioned  Bill,  by  providing  for  the  prohibition  or  control  of 
the  use  of  wireless  telegraph  apparatus  on  all  merchant  ships  whatso¬ 
ever  while  such  ships  are  within  the  territorial  waters  of  the  Gold 
Coast  Colony. 

The  Ordinance  further  prescribes  certain  penalties  for  any  breach 
of  such  provisions  and,  at  the  same  time,  defines  “wireless  telegraphy” 
to  “  mean  any  system  of  communication  by  telegraphy,  as  defined  in 
the  ‘  Telegraphs  Ordinance,  1889,’  without  the  aid  of  any  wire  or  con¬ 
ductor  connecting  the  points  from  and  at  which  the  messages  or  other 
communications  are  sent  and  received.”

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GERMANY. 

H.M.  Vice-Consul  at  Leipzig  (Mr.  R.  M.  Turner)  reports  that,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  local  press,  there  was  a  remarkable 
Cement  Trade.  increase  in  the  quantity  of  cement  exported  from 
Germany  during  the  first  quarter  of  this  year,  it 
being  also  noticeable  that  foreign  competitors  were  largely  forced 
out  of  the  German  market  during  the  same  period.  During  the 
period  in  question  Portland  and  Roman  cements  were  exported  from 
Germany  to  the  extent  of  2,567,805  double  centners,  valued  at 
8,610,000  marks  (about  £423,000),  as  compared  with  1,866,148  double 
centners,  valued  at  6,030,000  marks  (about  £296,500),  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year.

The  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  22nd  May  states  that,  according  to  a 
report  issued  by  the  German  Paper  Trade  Asso¬ 
ciation,  business  was  not  so  good  in  1912  as  it 
was  during  the  previous  year.  There  were  certainly 
individual  concerns  that  did  very  well,  and  some  branches,  such  for 
example  as  the  trade-books  branch,  profited  by  the  satisfactory  state 
of  trade  in  general.  On  the  whole,  however,  the  final  results  were 
not  so  good  as  in  1911.  Whilst  general  exports  from  Germany 
increased  by  about  10  per  cent,  last  year,  the  exports  of  paper 
increased  by  2  per  cent.  only.  It  should  be  observe<l,  too,  that  this 
export  business  was  done  in  most  difficult  conditions,  and  in  many 
cases  merely  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  machinery  and  workmen, 
occupied  and  to  pay  the  interest  on  capital.

^FRms^^^  productions.  The  proposed  law  will  contain  a 

single  article  drawn  up  as  follows : — 

“The  Government  of  the  King  is  empowered  to  exercise  control 
over  the  production  of  cinematograph  films,  whether  produced  in  the 
kingdom  or  imported  from  abroad,  and  to  impose  a  tax  of  10  centimes 
for  every  metre  of  film.” 

The  preamble  draws  attention  to  the  necessity  of  meeting  public 
opinion  by  preventing  the  exhibition  in  cinematograph  shows  of 
indecencies  and  pictures  inciting  to  crime,  and  in  order  to  obviate  the 
inconsistent  decisions  when  such  control  is  exercised  by  local 
authorities  it  has  been  decided  to  concentrate  the  service  of  revision 
under  the  General  Direction  of  Public  Safety,  which  has  been 
empowered  to  act  from  the  1st  May.  As  this  new  service  will  involve 
a  certain  expenditure  for  appai’atus  and  inspection  it  is  proposed  to 
meet  it  by  a  tax  of  10  centimes  per  lineal  metre  of  film.

BRAZIL.  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 


Endeavours  to 
Increase  Trade 
between  Brazil 
and  California. 


H.M.  ^Ministei’  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  reports  that  a  party  of  commercial 
delegates  from  California  has  arrived  in  Brazil 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  closer  relations 
with  that  countr3^  With  this  object  in  view' 
they  have  been  co-operating  wdth  the  lead¬ 
ing  Brazilian  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  are 
thoroughly  investigating  the  possibilities  of  the  Brazilian  markets. 
Their  general  scheme  of  operations  comprises  a  proposal  to  establish 
a  line  of  steamers  to  run  between  California  and  Brazil  via, 
the  Panama  Canal,  the  success  of  which  they  hope  will  be  largely 
assured  by  the  remarkable  increase  in  the  consumption  of  coffee  in 
California,  w'hich  should  enable  them  to  secure  freight  profits  on  both 
journeys.

Attention  is  further  called  to  the  fact  that  three  volumes  of  the  “  Annual 
Statement  of  the  Trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  Foreign  Countries  and 
British  Possessions  ”  for  the  year  1911  have  been  issued,  and  may  be  pur¬ 
chased*  at  a  cost  of  6s.  5d.  for  the  first  volume,  3s.  fid.  for  the  second,  and  3s.  Id. 
for  the  third.  This  publication,  which  contains  much  more  detailed  and  exhaus¬ 
tive  information  than  can  be  given  in  the  Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first 
volume  abstract  tables  for  the  years  1907-1911,  and  detailed  statements 
of  imports  and  exports  of  each  article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country, 
and  in  the  second  volume  details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  tranship¬ 
ments  and  articles  in  bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United 
Kingdom  with  each  foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade 
at  each  port  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement) 
contains  a  classification  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of  the 
“Annual  Statement”  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  be  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  consignment  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.  A  supplementary 
volume  will  continue  to  be  issued,  in  which  particulars  will  be  given,  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  on  the  same  basis  as  those  published  (up  to  the  year  1908) 
in  the  first  two  volumes.  By  this  means  it  will  be  possible  to  trace  the 
details  of  the  differences  resulting  from  the  change  of  system  for  a  further 
limited  period.

The  arrangement  inaugurated  on  1st  January,  1907,  whereby  the 
names  of  British  firms  desirous  of  receiving  confidential  information 
as  to  opportunities  for  the  extension  abroad  of  those  branches  of  trade 
in  which  they  are  specially  interested,  and  as  to  other  connected  matters, 
are  placed  on  a  special  Register  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  has  met  with  widespread  approval,  as  evidenced 
by  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  names  so  registered.  For¬ 
merly  no  charge  was  made  for  admission  to  the  Register,  the  only 
requirement  being  subscription  to  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal,” 
The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  names  inscribed,  and  in  the 
amount  of  information  distributed,  having  rendered  it  necessary 
to  make  a  small  charge  for  the  service,  firms  desirous  of  utilising 
this  source  of  information  are  required  to  pay  an  annual  fee 
of  one  guinea  to  the  Accountant  General,  Board  of  Trade,  White¬ 
hall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.,  for  the  service,  inchiding  the  supply 
of  the  ''Board  of  Trade  Journal,”  instead  of  merely  subscribing 
to  the  “Journal,”  as  previously,  through  the  Government  Sale 
Agents,  British  firms  who  wish  to  have  their  names  registered 
should  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director,  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  for  the  necessary  form  of 
application. 

Admission  to  the  Register  and  retention  upon  it  will  be,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  confidential  information  which  is  communicated  to  firms  upon 
the  Register  is  received  from  His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  in  Foreign 
Countries,  fi'om  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Imperial 
Trade  Correspondents  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  from  other  sources 
available  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch. 

It  may  be  stated  that  confidential  information  thus  received  relates 
mainly  to  openings  for  British  Trade  abroad,  and  is  communicated  to 
firms  on  the  Register  in  Circular  letters.  During  1912,  1,098  such 
Circular  letters  were  prepared,  and  copies  (totalling  146,578)  were 
despatched  to  firms  on  the  Register  interested  in  the  trades  to  which 
the  Circular  letters  respectively  related,  as  compared  with  1,091 
Circular  letters  and  copies  totalling  142,032  sent  out  in  1911. 

Note. — Apart  from  the  Special  Register  arrangements  referred  to 
above,  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  is  always  ready  to  answer 
enquiries  on  specific  subjects,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of 
British  trade  (see  below).

NATIONAL  INSURANCE  ACT,  1911.— PART  II.— 
UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decuions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable ; — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributione  ARE  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of: — 

1323.  Workmen  employed  in  excavating  a  pit  for  a  new  oil 
storage  tank,  in  connecting  pipes  and  fixing  a  hand  pump. 

1325.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  constructing 
mausoleums  or  vaults  to  which  access  can  be  obtained  without  the 
assistance  of  labourers. 

1326.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  or  repair  of  cylinders 
for  drying  machines. 

B.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ABE  NOT  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of:  — 

1322.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  making  leather 
tool  rolls  for  motor  cars. 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published.
